The status of claims 

Claims 1-16 are pending. 
Claims 1-16 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The rejection of Claims 1-16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Packer et al (U.S. 4,438,279) in view of O' 
Meadhra et al (US 6,689,903) has been withdrawn due to 
applicants 'convincing argument ; none of the prior art expressly 
teach the limitation of evaporating any liquid remaining in or the 
cakes using the internal energy possessed by the terephthalic acid 
cakes and carrying out both the solid-liquid separation step and 
the cleaning step (c) at a pressure not less than the atmospheric 
pressure. Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been 
obvious to the person with an ordinary skill in the art. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
